ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  MEDICAL 

OFFICER  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1958 

I have  the  pleasure  of  submitting,  for  your  consideration,  my 
report  on  the  School  Health  Service  for  the  year  1958.  The 
physical  standard  of  the  school  children  remains  good  but  the 
posture  of  many  is  unsatisfactory.  This,  in  all  probability,  is  due 
to  schools  not  taking  full  advantage  of  physical  training  facilities. 

Routine  medical  inspection  was  not  completed  during  the  year 
but  the  bulk  of  the  work  was  done  despite  the  added  burden  of 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis.  The  vaccination  campaign  was 
successfully  continued  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  65.76%  of  children 
under  15  years  of  age  had  been  given  two  injections. 

The  year  was  free  from  outbreaks  of  gastro-enteritis  but  the 
incidence  of  measles  was  comparatively  higher  than  in  the  previous 
two  years. 

The  position  with  regard  to  the  examination  and  treatment  of 
children  suffering  from  ear,  nose  and  throat  defects  deteriorated 
during  the  year,  the  number  treated  being  10%  lower  than  during 
the  previous  year  ; the  number  of  children  waiting  examination 
and  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year  increased  by  50%  and  72% 
respectively  over  the  figures  on  the  31st  December,  1957. 

Accommodation  for  medical  inspection  at  schools  is  unsatis- 
factory and  it  is  hoped  that,  in  future  school  building  pro- 
grammes, provision  will  be  made  for  medical  inspection  rooms. 

The  other  services  established  by  the  Committee  were  maintained 
satisfactorily. 

Despite  the  handicap  of  inadequate  staff,  the  School  Dental 
Service  continued  its  good  work. 

The  success  achieved  by  the  School  Health  Service  depends  a 
good  deal  on  co-operation  with  other  sections  of  the  Medical  Service 
and  to  an  important  degree,  with  the  Education  Department  from 
whose  Director  and  Staff  the  closest  support  was  obtained. 

The  close  liaison  developed  with  general  practitioners  is  fully 
maintained. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Education  Committee,  for  their  help  and  the  kind  consider- 
ation they  have  shown  me,  and  to  the  teachers  for  their  continued 
interest  and  valuable  assistance.  I would  also  record  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  loyal  co-operation  of  members  of  the  professional, 
nursing,  and  administrative  and  clerical  staff.

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COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year  on  the  advice  of  the 
Principal  School  Medical  Officer  on  account  of  outbreaks  of  com- 
municable diseases. 

The  practice  of  closing  schools  has  long  been  discounted  as  an 
effective  means  of  preventing  the  spread  of  infection  and  it  is  only  in 
very  exceptional  circumstances  that  it  is  resorted  to. 

The  communicable  diseases  mainly  affecting  school  children  are 
measles  and  whooping  cough. 

1,731  cases  of  measles  and  42  cases  of  whooping  cough  were 
notified  to  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  during  the  year.

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — There  were  no  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis 
in  children  in  the  County  during  the  year.  In  1957,  there  were  two 
cases  of  the  disease,  one  of  which  was  paralytic. 

During  1958,  14,347  children  under  15  years  of  age  received  the 
full  course  of  two  injections  of  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis  and 
800  received  the  first  injection  only.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  still  352  children  awaiting  the  first  injection. 

The  total  number  of  children  under  15  years  of  age  who  had 
been  vaccinated  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  23,149 — a percentage 
of  65.76. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION  AND  FINDINGS 

As  a result  of  the  large  volume  of  work  arising  from  the  extension 
of  the  arrangements  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  to  all 
persons  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  it  was  not  possible  to  complete 
routine  medical  inspections  but  the  majority  of  the  Primary, 
Secondary  and  Grammar  Schools  in  the  County  were  visited  during 
the  year  for  medical  inspection  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Ministry  of  Education.  In  addition  10  schools  were  visited 
for  the  re-examination  of  children  previously  referred  for  treatment 
or  observation.  7,798  children  were  examined  in  the  routine  age 
groups  and  2,573  special  inspections  and  re-inspections  were  made. 
A summary  of  the  findings  of  medical  inspection  is  given  in  Table 
III.,  at  the  end  of  this  report.  The  following  are  notes  on  some  of 
the  defects  found  : — 
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Skin  Diseases. — 26  cases  required  treatment  and  1 65  cases  were 
referred  for  observation. 

Eye  Defects. — Treatment  was  advised  for  592  children  with 
defective  vision  and  58  children  with  squint,  while  808  cases  of 
defective  vision  and  86  cases  of  squint  were  referred  for  observation. 

Ear  Conditions. — 44  cases  of  defective  hearing  were  referred 
for  treatment  and  53  for  observation.  Treatment  was  required 
for  17  cases  of  Otitis  Media  (ear  discharge)  and  a further  70  cases 
were  referred  for  observation.  2 cases  of  other  ear  conditions 
were  also  referred  for  treatment  and  14  for  observation. 

Nose  and  Throat  Conditions.' — There  were  330  cases  of  nose  and 
throat  defects  (including  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids,  sinusitis, 
antral  conditions,  etc.)  requiring  treatment,  and  a further  995 
were  referred  for  observation. 

A record  was  kept  during  1958  of  the  number  of  children  in  the 
routine  age  groups  examined  who  had  at  some  time  had  tonsil- 
lectomy. The  following  is  a summary  : —

Speech. — Treatment  was  advised  for  103  cases  of  defective  speech 
and  159  cases  were  referred  for  observation. 

Nutrition. — Of  the  7,798  children  examined  at  routine  medical 
examination  only  9(0.12%)  were  considered  to  be  in  an  unsatisfactory 
physical  condition  and  follow-up  investigations  were  carried  out. 
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FOLLOWING-UP 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  School  Health  Service  depends  on 
the  “ field  work  ” undertaken  by  the  School  Nurses.  They  follow 
up  in  the  homes,  those  cases  found  to  be  defective  at  medical 
inspection,  and  also  visit  the  homes  of  children  suffering  from 
communicable  disease,  uncleanliness,  etc.  1,119  surprise  visits  to 
Schools  were  made  by  the  School  Nurses  during  the  year  to  make 
cleanliness  surveys.  Table  II  at  the  end  of  this  report  summarises 
this  work.  In  addition,  the  Nurses  made  2,774  home  visits. 

“ Following-up  ” is  also  earned  out  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
by  periodic  re-inspections,  and  many  special  visits  were  made  to 
Schools  to  examine  special  cases.  During  the  year  10  Schools  were 
re-inspected  by  the  Medical  Officers  and  319  children  were  re- 
inspected. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT 

Minor  Ailments. — Ailments  such  as  skin  diseases,  minor  eye  and 
ear  diseases,  injuries,  cuts,  etc.,  were  treated  at  the  Minor  Ailments 
Clinics  at  Llanelly,  Carmarthen  and  Ammanford.  Many  cases 
were  also  treated  privately  by  medical  practitioners,  and  at  the 
homes  of  children  under  the  supervision  of  School  Nurses.  309 
children  were  known  to  have  been  treated  during  the  year.  The 
total  attendances  at  the  Clinics  were  607,  i.e.,  277  at  Llanelly, 
174  at  Carmarthen,  and  156  at  Ammanford. 

Vision. — The  specialist  ophthalmic  examination  of  children  was 
undertaken  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  through  the  Hospital 
Management  Committees.  Mr.  A.  Philipp,  Llanelly,  held  sessions 
at  the  Ophthalmic  Centre  at  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital, 
Carmarthen,  and  Mr.  G.  S.  Forrester,  Llanelly,  held  sessions  at 
Llanelly  and  at  the  Amman  Valley  Hospital.  Sessions  at  Llanelly 
were  held  at  the  Biynmair  School  Clinic,  but  cases  were  also  seen 
at  the  Outpatient  Department  of  the  Hospital.

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Defects. — Children  with  ear,  nose  and 
throat  defects  are  referred  for  specialist  examination  at  the  West 
Wales,  Llanelly,  Llandovery  and  Amman  Valley  Hospitals.  With 
the  exception  of  the  Amman  Valley  Hospital,  where  the  arrange- 
ments are  made  by  the  Hospital  Secretary,  children  are  directed  by 
the  School  Medical  Officer  to  attend  for  these  examinations.  Hos- 
pitals, of  course,  also  dealt  with  children  referred  to  them  directly  by 
general  medical  practitioners. 

Children  found  to  require  inpatient  treatment  were  placed  by 
the  specialists  on  the  Hospital  waiting  lists,  and  the  arrangements 
for  admission  were  made  by  the  Hospitals.  Cases  recommended 
surgical  treatment  at  Llandovery  Hospital  are  treated  at  the  West 
Wales  General  Hospital.  Children  have  no  priority  of  admission 
and  have  to  take  their  chance  with  adults  on  the  waiting  lists.  The 
following  Table  gives  information  as  to  the  number  of  children  who 
received  operative  treatment  during  the  year  : —

Partially  Deaf  Children. — 122  children  were  submitted  to  audio- 
metric tests  and  54  of  them  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  defective 
hearing  and  were  fully  investigated.  Only  four  were  sufficiently 
deaf  to  need  hearing  aids. 

Nine  children  are  known  to  have  been  provided  with  hearing 
aids  during  the  year  and  14  were  known  to  have  been  supplied  with 
them  in  earher  years. 

A review  of  audiometric  surveys  of  children  carried  out  in  some 
schools  in  the  County  revealed  that  the  amount  of  defective  hearing, 
not  such  as  to  merit  admission  to  special  schools,  justified  the 
appointment  of  a teacher  of  the  deaf.  The  question  of  such  an 
appointment  and  the  establishment  of  a class  for  the  partially 
deaf  was  under  active  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Plastic  Treatment. — The  arrangements  for  the  plastic  treatment 
of  children  at  The  Churchill  Hospital,  Oxford,  continued  during 
the  year. 
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Professor  T.  Pomfret  Kilner,  who  kindly  agreed  to  act  as 
Honorary  Consultant  Plastic  Surgeon  at  the  commencement  of  the 
scheme,  retired  from  Hospital  duties  early  in  the  year.  The  success 
of  the  arrangements  in  the  early  years  was  entirely  due  to  the  keen 
interest  shown  by  Mr.  Kilner. 

Two  cases,  both  cleft  palates,  were  treated  there.  Seven  cases 
attended  for  review. 

Artificial  Light  Therapy. — Four  school  children  received  artificial 
light  treatment  at  the  Carmarthen  Clinic. 

Asthma. — The  Asthma  Clinics  at  Llanelly  and  Ammanford,  under 
the  care  of  Dr.  Jones,  Deputy  Principal  School  Medical  Officer,  and 
at  Carmarthen,  under  the  care  of  Dr.  E.  T.  Davies-Humphreys, 
continued  to  function  successfully.  690  attendances  were  made  at 
-the  Clinics  during  the  year.  There  were  58  new  cases.  Further 
nformation  is  given  in  the  following  table  : —

Treatment  was  on  the  same  lines  as  for  past  years  and  there  are 
no  special  observations  to  make. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. — The  Education  Committee  continued 
to  administer  the  Clinics  for  the  orthopaedic  supervision  and  after- 
care of  children.  The  charge  for  the  supervision  of  the  cases  of 
other  Authorities  remained  at  31/6d.  per  case  per  annum,  but  the 
Health  and  Public  Health  Committee  paid  a fixed  lump  sum  in 
respect  of  children  under  school  age. 

On  the  31st  December,  195S,  2,373  cases  were  being  attended 
to  for  all  Authorities,  viz.  : —

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Rheumatic  Supervisory  Clinics. — The  Clinics  for  the  supervision 
of  rheumatic  and  heart  complaints  in  children  were  continued  at 
Llanelly,  Carmarthen  and  Ammanford.  Dr.  M.  G.  Danaher, 
Assistant  Medical  Officer,  was  in  charge  of  the  Clinics,  and  regular 
monthly  sessions  were  held  at  each  centre. 

Children  showing  abnormal  cardiac  physical  signs,  or  giving  a 
history  of  rheumatism  or  chorea,  were  referred  to  the  Clinics  by 
School  Medical  Officers. 

Cases  of  congenital  heart  disease  seen  at  the  Clinics  are  pro- 
visionally classified.  In  general,  such  cases  require  hospital  in- 
vestigation, many  of  them  demanding  the  application  of  an  exacting 
technique  for  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

Rheumatic  children,  however,  require  protection  against  re- 
curring infection  and  the  observation  of  children  who  have  had 
acute  rheumatism  is  an  important  aspect  of  the  work.  Relapse 
is  a frequent  feature  of  rheumatic  disease  in  childhood  and  its  early 
recognition  is  of  prime  importance. 

The  main  work  of  the  Clinics  is,  therefore,  concerned  with  the 
observation  of  children  who  have  had  “ juvenile  rheumatism,”  with 
an  effort  to  prevent  recrudescence  of  a disease  which  can  exert  such 
a progressively  incapacitating  influence. 

The  intelligent  co-operation  of  parent  and  child  in  regard  to 
precautions  to  be  observed  is  most  desirable.  It  is  important, 
wherever  possible,  that  the  child  leads  a normal  hfe  in  relation  to 
games  and  exercise,  endeavouring  to  maintain  a proper  balance 
between  excessive  fatigue  and  undue  restriction.

BCG  Vaccination  of  Children  of  13  years  of  age. — Due  to  the 

heavy  demand  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  it  was  not 
possible  to  carry  out  the  BCG  vaccination  of  13  year  old  children. 

Child  Guidance. — The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  established  by  the 
Cefncoed  Hospital  Management  Committee  continued  to  be  held 
at  the  Brynmair  Clinic,  Llanelly.  178  cases  were  seen  at  the  Clinic 
and  they  made  281  attendances.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  DENTAL  OFFICER 

The  total  dental  man-power  for  1958  employed  by  the  County 
consisted  of  four  full-time  officers,  two  of  whom  are  over  the  retiring 
age  and  are  now  retained  in  a temporary  capacity,  and  two  part- 
time  officers  one  of  whom  retired  during  the  year.  No  response 
has  been  forthcoming  to  frequent  advertisements  in  the  British 
Dental  Journal  and  in  the  Press  for  Assistant  Dental  Officers. 

Owing  to  the  above  shortage,  dental  inspection  and  treatment  is 
confined  mainly  to  the  5-11  year  age  group. 

During  the  year  a number  of  children  were  seen  by  Mr.  J.  R. 
Gibson,  F.D.S.,  Consultant  Dental  Surgeon  at  his  Clinic  held  in 
Glangwili  Hospital  and  were  treated  by  him  at  the  Plastic  Surgery 
Centre  in  Chepstow. 

The  majority  of  the  primary  schools  were  visited  for  dental 
inspection  during  the  year,  and  14,420  children  were  examined.  Of 
that  total  12,488  were  found  to  require  treatment.  Consents  to 
treatment  were  received  in  respect  of  8,632  a percentage  of  66.96  ; a 
quite  satisfactory  acceptance  rate. 

The  percentage  of  children  found  to  require  treatment  (86.6%) 
is  the  same  as  for  1957. 

878  treatment  sessions  were  held  at  the  three  fixed  clinics  in 
the  County  and  792  sessions  at  schools.  I would  like  to  mention 
here  that  the  facilities  in  some  schools  for  carrying  out  dental 
treatment  are  far  from  ideal  due  to  lack  of  space  and  poor  fighting.

Conservative  treatment  of  both  deciduous  and  permanent  teeth, 
which  is  the  aim  of  the  service,  is  not  accepted  as  fully  as  it  should 
be.  Some  parents,  regretfully,  still  believe  that  the  only  treatment 
required  by  their  children  is  the  extraction  of  teeth  when  painful 
and  the  eventual  insertion  of  dentures.

SCHOOL  MILK  AND  MEALS 

The  latest  information  available  at  the  end  of  the  year  showed 
that  out  of  a total  attendance  of  25,686  on  a particular  day,  milk 
and  meals  were  being  supplied  as  follows  : — 


Milk  20,369  children  (79.30%). 

Meals  16,952  children  (66.00%). 


This  compares  with  percentages  of  76.94  and  64.74  respectively 
for  milk  and  meals  a year  ago. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  milk  supplied  to  Schools  is 
of  a satisfactory  standard,  and  whenever  possible  Pasteurised  or 
Tuberculin  Tested  milk  is  provided.  Where  these  grades  of  milk 
are  not  available,  satisfactory  samples  are  obtained  before  the 
proposed  supplies  are  approved.  Samples  of  all  school  milk  are 
regularly  taken  for  analysis  by  the  Staff  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  School  Departments 
(including  non-maintained  schools)  receiving  the  different  grades 
of  milk  at  the  end  of  the  year  : —

One  rural  school  was  without  a supply  of  milk  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1953,  pasteurised  milk,  as  from  the  1st 
October,  1954,  could  only  be  sold  as  such  if  it  was  delivered  to  the 
consumer  in  the  bottles  or  containers  in  which  it  was  pasteurised. 
Some  retailers  purchase  pasteurised  milk  in  bulk  and  bottle  it 
themselves  or  transfer  it  to  other  containers  for  retail. 

With  regard  to  tuberculin  tested  milk  it  is  only  in  exceptional 
circumstances  that  the  Minister  of  Education  is  prepared  to  approve 
for  grant  purposes  expenditure  on  milk,  the  purchase  price  of  which 
is  more  than  the  maximum  price  for  pasteurised  milk. 

All  appointments  to  school  kitchen  and  canteen  staffs  were 
subject  to  satisfactory  Chest  X-ray  examinations  and  to  satis- 
factory faecal  and  urine  bacteriological  examinations. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS,  TEACHERS,  AND 
VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS 

Generally,  parents  display  an  active  interest  in  the  medica 
inspection  and  treatment  of  their  children,  and  are  eager  to  follow 
the  advice  given  by  Medical  Officers.  3,466  parents  were  present  at 
the  medical  inspections  during  the  year,  equivalent  to  a percentage 
of  34.48.  Greater  efforts  should  be  made  by  parents  to  attend  the 
first  medical  examination  of  children  at  school. 

Appreciation  of  the  keen  interest  and  active  co-operation  of 
Headteachers  and  their  staffs  must  again  be  recorded.  The  import- 
ance of  their  influence  in  matters  relating  to  the  children  and  also 
to  the  parents  cannot  be  over-estimated,  and  the  activities  of  the 
School  Health  Service  would  be  seriously  handicapped  without 
that  help  and  co-operation. 

A good  deal  of  assistance  is  also  rendered  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  but  their 
work  relating  to  problem  families  and  neglected  children  is  now 
undertaken  through  the  Children's  Officer. 
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HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 

The  Education  Committee  have  a duty  to  provide  handicapped 
pupils  with  an  education  suited  to  their  needs,  and  the  ascertain- 
ment and  classification  of  handicapped  children  is  one  of  the  main 
functions  of  the  School  Health  Service.  The  work  in  the  County 
has  been  undertaken  satisfactorily  over  the  years  except  that  in 
connection  with  the  educationally  subnormal  and  the  partially 
deaf. 

Ten  pupils  were  reported  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  during 
the  year  as  being  incapable  of  receiving  education  at  school. 

205  handicapped  children  in  the  County  have  been  ascertained 
to  require  special  educational  treatment.  83  of  these  were  on  the 
31st  January,  1959,  pupils  at  Residential  Special  Schools  while  14 
were  receiving  home  tuition.  A classification  of  the  handicapped
